The second plaza, too, went past that point, 
and the city has been struggling to catch up, working toward the 
new plazas still to be completed on the south side of Santa Cruz 
avenue, 

In the same way, Merlo Park is struggling to catch up with 
present needs in matters of its street pattern and traffic control. 
Daily, the congestion on our streets grows worse. Ravenswood 
avenue and Oak Grove avenue at the railroad tracks; Santa Cruz 
avenue at University drive; Middle avenue at El Camino Real 
these are the bottlenecks that must be relieved NOW,

traffic lights at Middle and El Camino; we have heard talk of 
traffic lights at University and Santa Cruz; studics are underway 
for a grade crossing or overpass to extend Middle to Alma street 
across the railroad.

Mariposa 
county is using its entire sales 
tax revenue to finance recrea- 
tional facilities. In San Joaquin 
county, the cities are giving 5 
per cent of the tax collected in- 
side their borders to the coun- 
ty. 

In San Benito county none of 
the proceeds inside San Juan Bau- 
tista go to the county, whereas 45 
per cent inside Hollister do. 1 
was informed that all of the Hol- 
| lister incumbents failed of reel- 
| ection. Whether this deal with the 
county was a factor, I don’t know. 

In Sacramento county the coun- 
ty government gets a 30 per cent 
share inside the cities. I am told 
that the proceeds received by the 
county is pledged for tax redue- 
| tion. Sacramento was one of the 
few major cities in California not 
having a local city sales tax prior 
to the enactment, of the new law. 

IT was much impressed by the 
statement made by Mayor War- 

ren Dorn of Pasadena at the 
quarterly meeting of the Board 
of Directors of the League of 
California Cities last week with 

regard to the success of their 
recent bond issue for offstreet 
parking. 

Several times in the past, he 
reported, bond issues have been
